KHKAKKKKKK 
INTERFERENCE TO COMMUNICATIONS 


In early 1989, the Ohio Congress enacted the following into law, to 
make it a felony for anyone interfering with public service and safety 
forces, while they are performing their duties. 


FROM OHIO CRIMINAL CODE 
Section 2909-04: Disrupting Public Service 


(A) No person, purposely by any means, or knowingly by damaging or 
tampering with any property, shall do any of the following: 


(1) Interrupt or impair television, radio, telephone, telegraph, or 
other mass communications service, or radar, loran, radio,y.or other 
electronic aids, to air or marine navigation of communications, or 
AMATEUR or citizen band radio tommunications, being used: for public 
service or emergency communications; ; 


(2) Interrupt or impair public transportation, including without 
limitation, school bus transportation, or water supply, gas, power, 
or other utility service to the public; 


(3) Substantially impair the ability of law enforcement officers, 
firemen, or rescue personnel to respond to an emergency, or to 
protect and preserve any person or property from serious physical 
harm. 
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(B) Whoever violates this section is guilty of disrupting public 
services, a felony of the third degree, 


Felony 3 is punishable by: confinement of 1, 1 — a 3 to 10 years, 
with a maximum fine of #5000, :

AS a reminder, when the weather threatens, the following 
information should be reported to the National Weather Service. 
Information they need iss 


1~ Tornado on the ground or funnel cloud aloft. 

2~ Wind damage from any storm. (Trees down, wires down, etc.) 

S~ Hail dime size or larger. 

4~ Winter storms. (Ice storms, snow of 4 inches or more) 

S- Others Any other weather related information you might thin 
would help the weather service. 


This information will determine if they should issue a Severe Storr 
Warning, Severe Thunderstorm Warning or possibly a Tornado Warning.

GUANTANAMO BAY CUBA 


The program for the February CARC meeting, was about the Naval = and 
Marine Base at Guantanamo Bay Cuba. Dave Buckwalter KCSCL, President of 
the Alliance Amateur Radio Club, told us all about the base. Dave is an 
Instructor and spends two weeks on the base, about every year, training 
the Naval Personnel in his specialty. ; 


Having been there several times, he has many slides and statistics. 
Did you know that the base is split by two and a half mile of water. 
All ship traffic, including the Russian Naval Ships, must travel 
through the naval base, to get to the port city of Guantanamo Cuba. 
From the lookout towers, all activity out side the base, as well as all 
ship traffic through the bay, is logged by the lookouts. Most of the 
Civilian workers live on the base and are Jamaicans. They have their 
Own water purification plant to purify ocean water for their needs. 
They are a self contained base and are completely isolated and 
independent from Cuba for any needs. They now have phone service to the 
states, after relying on radio for their communications for many years. 


Dave is returning this year and will be operating, using his call 
KG4CL, near 14.255, 21.355 or 28.355. He hopes to be free to operate 
after 6 PM and on weekends. On his trip two years ago, in the two weeks 
he made over 1500 contacts. He knows what it is like on the other end 
of a DX contact. How would you like to be his QSL manager?
